REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record, either taken alone or in combination, does not teach or 
fairly suggest the claimed invention. For example, the prior art of record does not teach 
or suggest a circular saw comprising a worktable as claimed; a blade supporting unit as 
claimed; a motor as claimed; a saw blade shaft as claimed; a saw blade as claimed; a 
driving shaft mounted on and rotatable relative to the left support wall about a driving 
axis parallel to the blade axis, and having a transmitting end which is driven by the 
output shaft of the motor, and a driving end which is opposite to the transmitting end 
along the driving axis and which extends laterally and outwardly of the right support 
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wall; a dust collecting member disposed between the right and left support walls to 
confine a dust passageway as claimed, the passageway having an intake port and an 
outlet port as claimed; a blower casing disposed laterally and outwardly of the right 
support wall, and defining an accommodation chamber as claimed and which receives 
the driving end of the driving shaft, the blower chamber having a discharge port as 
claimed; and an impeller disposed in the accommodation chamber, and mounted on the 
driving end of the driving shaft as claimed.
